Among the spectacular sideshows put on by inflation 
were the Tulip cra/.e in Holland and the Mississippi Bub­ 
ble. Those interested can learn about the former in easy 
form by reading Alexander Dumas* “ The Black Tulip,” 
and can get a survey of the latter from Emerson Hough's 
l>ook “ The Mississippi Bubble** or by looking up the name 
of John Law in any good encyclopedia. 
The economic fate of the United States depends in 
very large measure on the question of whether the Am eri­ 
can people can become fam iliar enough w ith inflation to 
recognise it when they see it. 
I lie “ hold the line** arguments of the Trum an A d­ 
m inistration are essentially deceptive, and therefore doub­ 
ly dangerous. 
These arguments assume first that inflation is a dan­ 
ger ahead of us and second, that the way to control infla­ 
tion is to control prices.
